There  wa  some  discussion  as  to  spending 
this  money  each  year  as  projected  by  the  Capital  Improvement  Program 
-  $10,000  each  year  for  the  next  seven  years  -  why  not  a  bond  issue,  and 
get  the  job  done  at  one  time.  No  new  motion  made.  Article  voted:  5  op- 
posed; 69  for.  Article  passed. 

Article  #10  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2600  for  the  Town  Hall  for  the  purposes  of  installing  emergency 
Ughts,  a  smoke  alarm  system  and  new  electrical  wiring.  Alexander  McKen- 
zie moved,  Frank  Cutrone  seconded.  Mr.  Cutrone  asked  about  the  money 
appropriated  last  year  for  this  purpose  and  was  told  it  was  stUl  there  but 
not  enough  to  do  the  whole  job.  Then  he  asked  to  poll  the  Selectmen 
as  to  their  stand  on  this  issue.  Both  are  for  it.  Passsed  unanimously. 

Article  #11  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1500  to  replace  the  sand  on  the  Town  Beach.  Marc  Bungeroth 
moved.  Colleen  McCormack-Lane  seconded.  Passed  unanimously. 

Article  #12  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2100  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  salary  of  the  three  Select- 
men to  $1500  per  year.  Mary  Gospodarek  moved,  Barbara  McKenzie 
seconded.  Passes  unanimously. 
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Article  #13  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA72:28, 
V  and  VI  for  an  optional  veteran's  exemption  and  an  expanded  qualify- 
ing war  service  for  veterans  seeking  the  exemption.  The  optional  veterans 
exemption  is  $100,  rather  than  $50.  (ballot)  Alexander  McKenzie  moved, 
Barbara  McKenzie  seconded.  Voted  by  ballot,  50  yes;  13  no;  Carried. 

Article  #14  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1,000 
for  deposit  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  repairs  to  the  Eaton  Cemetery. 
Alexander  McKenzie  moved,  Donald  Hall  seconded.  Barbara  McKenzie 
stated  that  the  Eaton  Cemetery  needs  a  lot  of  work  -  the  wall  is  falling 
down,  stones  need  resetting,  etc.;  also  there  is  a  State  law  which  requires 
Towns  to  take  care  of  their  cemeteries.  Mary  Gospodarek  mentioned  that 
the  Little  White  has  offered  to  give  some  money  toward  this  goal  if  the 
Town  votes  to  do  this.  Passed  with  one  person  opposed. 

Article  #15  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $450.00  in  support  of  theChildren  and  Youth  Project  of  the  Mount 
Washington  Valley.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Judith  M.  Goss  and 
others.  Moved  by  James  Worcester  and  seconded  by  Judy  Goss.  Bernard 
Hurley  moved  to  appropriate  $200.00  instead  of  the  $450.00;  Jane  Gray 
seconded.  By  hand  count,  only  5  supported  the  amendment.  Amend- 
ment failed.  Frank  Cutrone  spoke  about  an  excess  of  these  articles  to  be 
raised  by  taxes.  Mr.  Cutrone  also  had  a  written  petition  signed  by  five 
voters,  all  of  whom  are  on  the  Eaton  Checklist,  to  have  Articles  15,  16, 
17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  and  26  voted  by  ballot.  Carol  Mayhofer 
had  brought  in  a  written  ballot  with  all  these  Articles  listed  on  it,  with 
the  exception  of  #26  -  this  would  shorten  the  voting  time.  Also  #26  would 
be  added  to  the  same  ballot.  Each  Article  was  read  and  discussed  in- 
dividually and  then  went  to  the  written  ballot  together.  No  further  discus- 
sion on  #15. 

Article  #16  -  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Eaton  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $94.00  in  support  of  Carroll  County  against  Domestic 
Violence  and  Rape.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Cindy  Pulkkinen 
and  others.  Mary  Gospodarek  moved,  Betsi  Bungeroth  seconded.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  this  was  $56.00  less  than  last  year's  request. 

Article  #17  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $379.00  in  support  of  the  Gibson  Center  for  Senior  Services.  Agreeable 
to  a  petition  signed  by  James  C.  Worcester  and  others.  Moved  by  Mary 
Gospodarek,  seconded  by  Donald  Philbrick. 

Article  #18  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $380.00  in  support  of  the  Nutrition  and  Transportation  Programs 
for  the  Gibson  Center  for  Senior  Services.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed 
by  James  C.  Worcester  and  others.  Mary  Gospodarek  moved,  Betsi 
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Bungeroth  seconded. 

Article  #19  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  services  and  programs 
as  carried  out  by  the  Mount  Washington  Chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross.  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Elizabeth  C.  Bungeroth  and 
others.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved,  James  Worcester  seconded. 

Article  #20  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $173.25  for  the  Early  Intervention  Program  of  Children  Unlimited, 
Inc.,  said  sum  being  equal  to  $.55  per  person  in  the  Town  of  Eaton.

Article  #23  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $150.00  for  the  support  of  the  Community  Action  Outreach  Pro- 
gram. Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Jane  Ross  and  others.  Barbara 
McKenzie  moved,  Linda  Jenkins  seconded.  It  was  explained  that  this  was 
used  for  fuel  assistance,  weatherization,  etc. 

Article  #24  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1400.00,  said  sum  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  of  Conway  to 
be  used  for  the  program  of  the  Conway  Recreation  Department.  Agreeable 
to  a  petition  signed  by  Suzanne  Russell  and  others.  Barbara  McKenzie 
moved,  Mary  Gospodarek  seconded.  Many  Eaton  children  participate  in 
these  programs. 

Article  #25  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $567.00  for  the  Visiting  Nurse  Services  of  Northern  Carroll  Coun- 
ty, Inc.,  said  sum  being  equal  to  $1.80  per  person  in  the  Town  of  Eaton 
(315  -  Based  on  1988  Census  from  the  Office  of  State  Planning).  Agreeable 
to  a  petition  signed  by  Suzanne  Russell  and  others.  Barbara  McKenzie 
moved,  Alexander  McKenzie  seconded. 

Article  #26  -  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
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sum  of  $500.00  for  the  support  of  the  summer  water  safety  program.  Bar- 
bara McKenzie  moved,  Alexander  McKenzie  seconded.  Ehzabeth 
Bungeroth  moved  to  add  Article  #26  to  the  bottom  of  the  written  ballot, 
Kathleen  Latour  seconded.  Passed  unanimously.  Mr.  McKenzie  expressed 
his  thought  that  the  warrant  articles  about  to  be  voted  deal  with  people 
in  need  and  that  the  "mUk  of  human  kindness  does  not  seem  to  be  flow- 
ing copiously."  He  urged  a  vote  favorable  to  passage  on  the  articles  when 
marking  the  printed  ballots.

Moderator  Donald  McBrien  brought  up  that  the  Town  had  suffered  a  great 
loss  during  the  past  year  with  the  passing  of  our  good  neighbors  and 
friends:  Helen  Head,  Dr.  John  Cass,  John  Edge,  Sr.,  Thayne  Williams, 
and  Ellsworth  Russell,  most  of  whom  had  been  Town  Officials  in  several 
capacities,  and  for  many  years.  Carol  Mayhofer  suggested  we  charge  $1.00 
each  for  dump  stickers  and  charge  for  copies  of  the  Town  Report.  Chester 
Russell  moved,  Jonathan  Goodwin  seconded,  that  the  Meeting  be  dissolv- 
ed. Passed  unanimously.  Time:  10:14.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  TOWN  OF  EATON  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  continued  to  emphasize  plann- 
ing for  the  future  and  making  ready  for  the  next  economic  cycle  that  will 
likely  put  heavy  growth  pressures  on  all  the  towns  in  the  southern  tier  of 
the  Mount  Washington  Valley.  Regulations  for  cluster  development  have  been 
generated  but  put  on  hold  pending  a  review  and  possible  update  of  the  Master 
Plan.  Zoning  changes  have  been  proposed  by  the  Board  following  input  from 
the  Selectmen.  If  adopted,  these  changes  will  tighten  up  on  the  issuance  of 
building  permits  and  make  it  easier  for  the  Selectmen  to  monitor  changes 
to  property. 

Subdivision  and  boundary  line  adjustments  were  approved  as  follows: 
John  Broughton  Heirs  on  Route  153 
Chester  Russell  on  Route  153 
Lawrence  and  Jane  Ross  on  Paul  Hill  Rd. 

One  of  the  proposals  (Broughton)  involved  joint  meetings  with  the  Con- 
way Planning  Board  since  the  property  straddled  town  lines.  It  provided  an 
opportunity  to  forge  a  closer  relationship  with  Conway  and  to  improve  com- 
munications between  the  two  Boards.  The  Ross  application  also  had  some 
unusual  aspects  in  that  it  involved  a  cluster  proposal  of  existing  buildings 
that  had  to  be  addressed  under  the  present  subdivision  regulations. 

A  major  loss  to  the  Board  was  the  passing  of  Stephen  Biddle.  He  was 
an  asset  to  the  Board  in  many  ways  and  has  been  sorely  missed.  Also  leav- 
ing the  Board  was  Mary  Gospodarek  who  has  provided  stalwart  and  expert 
service  for  many  years.  Mary's  position  as  Chairman  has  since  been  filled 
by  Nubie  Duncan.  Judith  Condoulis  and  Robert  D'Angelo  are  new  members 
appointed  this  year.  Alternate  members  continue  to  support  the  Board  and 
fill  vacancies  as  they  occur. 

Once  useful  innovation  was  to  have  Steve  Burns,  the  Conway  Town 
Plannder,  visit  with  the  Board  and  hold  a  workshop  for  new  Planning  Board 
members.  It  was  very  successful  and  Steve  Burns  will  be  assisting  the  Board 
in  assessing  applications  and  revising  regulations.  Another  visitor  was  Bon- 
nie Ham,  President  of  the  North  Country  Council  who  provided  informa- 
tion on  services  available  through  the  Council.  Members,  in  significant 
numbers,  also  attended  a  Governor's  Workshop  held  in  October  on  Cluster 
Development. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30 
p.m.  at  the  Evans  Memorial  Building.

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EATON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1990 

Town  wetlands  continued  to  be  of  prime  interest  to  the  Commission 
this  year,  therefore,  the  many  dredge  and  fill  applications  received  were 
carefully  reviewed  and  considered.  The  Commission  received  notice  from 
the  Wetlands  Board  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  Dredge  and  Fill 
filing  fees.  The  fee  for  minor  projects  of  less  than  2000  square  feet  is  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00).  Major  projects  of  more  than  2000  square  feet  carry  a  fee 
of  two  and  one  half  cents  per  square  foot  (.025  per  sq.  ft.).  Please  be  aware 
that  whenever  water  is  involved  directly  or  indirectly  seasonally  or  other- 
wise a  Dredge  and  Fill  permit  is  required  by  law.  These  permits  are  review- 
ed by  the  Eaton  Conservation  Commission  as  well  as  the  Selectmen,  Plan- 
ning Board  and  the  New  Hampshire  Wetlands  Board  in  Concord.  Because 
it  takes  a  few  months  for  Concord  to  review  the  applications  we  recom- 
mend filing  as  soon  as  possible.  Failure  to  comply  can  result  in  fines  of 
up  to  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000)  which  are  administered  by  the 
Wetlands  Board. 

In  May,  Paul  Hennigan,  Jr.  completed  his  Eagle  Scout  Project.  Paul, 
with  the  help  of  several  other  scouts,  cleared  and  constructed  a  path  on 
the  Keith  Henny  lot,  resulting  in  the  newly  named  Nella  B.  Henny  Trail. 
This  nature  trail  has  been  clearly  marked  and  has  added  another  area  of 
recreation  for  those  who  enjoy  such  pleasures.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mission extend  our  congratulations  and  sincere  thanks  for  this  grand 
effort. 

The  Commission  fondly  remembers  and  greatly  misses  Keith  Henny 
who  was  a  good  friend  and  generous  benefactor  to  the  Eaton  Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

Please  be  advised  that  several  complaints  have  been  received  regar- 
ding unpermitted  open  fires,  improper  use  of  wheeled  vehicles  and 
blueberry  picking  on  Town  lands.  These  lands  are  posted  and  the  Com- 
mission would  hope  that  these  rules  will  be  regarded  by  all! 

The  Eaton  Conservation  Commission  extends  a  special  note  of  ap- 
preciation to  Richard  Fortin  for  his  many  contributions  as  both  member 
and  secretary  while  serving  with  the  Commission.  Your  expertise  will 
be  missed. 

The  three  year  contract  which  began  in  1989  with  David  Douglas  for 
the  purpose  of  maple  sugar  tapping  on  the  Creative  Concepts  lot  yielded 
one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($108.25)  in  revenue 
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this  year.  David  had  four  hundred  thirty-three  (433)  taps  at  twenty-five 
cents  (.25)  and  he  indicated  that  this  was  a  poor  sap  season. 

As  shown  attached  to  the  report  of  the  Eaton  Conservation  Fund, 
the  Brooks  Pasture  blueberry  harvest  this  year  yielded  four  hundred  fif- 
ty dollars  and  fifty-one  cents  ($450.51). 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  are  held  at  7:30  P.M.  on  the  se- 
cond Monday  of  each  month  from  April  thru  November  at  the  Evans 
Memorial  building.  Special  meetings  are  given  public  notice  and  all 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  The  Commission  welcomes  and  en- 
courages all  taxpayers  and  residents  to  actively  participate  in  these 
meetings.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

North  Country  Council  is  the  non-profit  regional  planning  commis- 
sion serving  51  towns  in  northern  New  Hampshire.  The  Council's  primary 
mission  is  to  meet  the  planning  and  development  needs  of  its  member 
towns.  Specific  assistance  presently  available  from  the  North  Country 
Council  includes  municipal  planning,  economic  development,  community 
development,  solid  waste,  transportation,  water  management,  GIS  map- 
ping and  resource  management.  When  requested,  the  Council  provides 
professional  guidance  and  assistance  to  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Planning 
Boards,  Zoning  Boards  of  Adjustment,  Conservation  Commissions  and 
Solid  Waste  Districts  in  member  communities. 

Assistance  provided  to  the  Town  of  Eaton  in  1990  included: 

*  Hosting  a  Mount  Washington  Valley  Regional  meeting  to  review 
the  Regional  Master  Plan. 

In  1990,  the  Council  also  provided  a  variety  of  services  on  a  regional 
level.  For  example,  workshops  were  held  informing  local  officials  of  ex- 
cavation site  requirements,  innovative  zoning,  shoreline  protection,  rivers 
management  and  cultural  resources.  The  Council  worked  closely  with 
economic  development  committees  throughout  the  region.  The  Council's 
very  active  Transportation  Committee  focused  on  local  and  regional 
highway,  air  and  rail  issues.  NCC's  Solid  Waste  Coordinator  continued 
to  advocate  regional  solid  waste  management  whUe  working  with  five 
area  solid  waste  districts. 

In  the  ensuing  year  North  Country  Council's  work  program  em- 
phasizes community  and  economic  development  at  the  subregional  and 
local  level,  while  continuing  the  existing  focus  in  solid  waste  and  transpor- 
tation. Under  the  leadership  of  our  newly  hired  Executive  Director, 
Preston  S.  Gilbert,  NCC  is  fully  committed  to  providing  timely  service 
to  its  member  towns. 
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SELECTMENS'  REPORT 

The  Town  has  entered  into  a  new  agreement  over  the  provision  of 
emergency  services.  Previously,  Eaton  contracted  with  the  Town  of  Con- 
way for  fire,  rescue  and  ambulance  services.  We  have  now  negotiated 
directly  with  the  Conway  Fire  District.  The  new  contract  is  for  one  year 
and  the  costs  are  as  follows:  $500  for  the  first  hour  for  fire  regardless  of 
the  number  of  personnel  or  amount  of  equipment  involved  and  $250  for 
each  subsequent  hour;  for  rescue  services  the  cost  will  be  $700  for  the 
first  hour  and  $350  for  each  additional  hour. 

An  emergency  radio  system  has  now  been  installed  with  a  base  sta- 
tion in  Town  Hall.  Radios  have  also  been  put  in  the  school  buses  and 
in  the  Town  truck.  Town  vehicles  should  also  be  sporting  decals  in  the 
near  future. 

Permits  for  the  new  landfill  in  Conway  have  been  issued.  The  pro- 
ject will  be  divided  into  two  stages.  The  first  excavating  phase  should 
be  started  in  May  and  completed  by  July.  The  second  phase  consists  of 
manufacturing  and  installing  polymer  liners  and  should  be  completed 
by  October. 

The  Highway  Department  did  some  asphalting  this  summer  in 
Snowville  and  continued  work  on  Stewart  Road. 

Cable  television  finally  came  to  Eaton  and  began  operation  last  sum- 
mer. However,  only  those  areas  where  the  housing  density  is  greatest 
have  access  to  cable. 

Eaton  Day  was  another  great  success  with  Gail  Blake  and  Laurie 
Trapasso  doing  an  excellent  job  in  organizing  the  event. 

In  keeping  with  the  economic  picture  in  the  Valley,  building  permit 
applications  for  new  homes  showed  a  sharp  drop.  Only  two  were  issued 
in  1990  compared  with  12  the  previous  year. 

George  Booth  is  devising  a  street  numbering  system  to  facilitate  fire 
and  emergency  rescue  services  and  alleviate  some  of  the  current  problems 
of  locating  specific  properties. 

From  proceeds  generated  by  the  Raising  Kane  Triathlon  in  1989,  a 
ramp  has  been  installed  to  provide  access  for  the  handicapped  to  Town 
Hall.  Some  of  the  sand  used  to  alter  the  terrain  at  the  back  of  Town  Hall 
came  from  the  Town  beach  when  the  sand  was  replaced  with  new  and 
finer  sand  just  before  the  swim  program  started.  Still  with  Town  Hall, 
the  basement  is  currently  being  renovated  by  the  Eaton  Community 
(Ladies)  Circle.  They  are  installing  an  entryway,  a  new  ceiling  and  floor. 
Emergency  lighting,  new  fire  alarms  and  wiring  have  already  been 
installed. 

On  the  communications  front,  the  Town  Hall  Tatler,  a  newsletter  that 
appears  every  few  weeks,  keeps  residents  and  property  owners  aware 
of  what  is  going  on  in  Town  Hall. 
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This  past  year  has  seen  a  more  aggressive  approach  to  handling  the 
pressure  on  the  Town's  finances.  Competitive  bids  were  sought  for  the 
tax  anticipation  loan,  a  change  in  banks  was  made  to  get  better  rates,  and 
a  savings  account  established.  All  the  accounting,  cash  flow  and  budgeting 
analyses  are  computerized  and  this  allows  for  much  tighter  financial 
management  than  in  previous  years.  We  have  also  been  seeking  external 
funds  and  grants.  We  have  received  two  grants  from  the  State;  one  for 
the  recycling  program  and  the  other  for  an  energy  audit  for  the  municipal 
buildings.  The  latter  will  permit  the  Town  to  be  eligible  for  matching  funds 
from  the  State  if  the  Town  chooses  to  take  steps  to  reduce  energy  con- 
sumption in  Town  Buildings.  The  Town  also  has  pending  applications 
for  flood  disaster  funds  and  a  hazard  mitigation  grant.  Regardless  of  these 
efforts,  however,  the  pressure  on  Town  budgets  wUl  continue  to  increase 
and  keeping  the  tax  rate  down  is  not  an  easy  task.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

During  this  past  summer  the  stone  repair  work  in  the  Hatch  and 
Palmer  cemeteries  has  been  completed.  New  estimates  for  stone  repair 
in  the  Snowville  and  Eaton  cemeteries  were  received  from  John  &  Craig 
Gray  of  the  Union  Marble  Granite  Works.  Their  specialty  is  the  restora- 
tion of  old  New  England  cemeteries. 

The  Snowville  estimate  is  $660  as  compared  to  a  previous  estimate 
of  $1075.  The  Eaton  cemetery  estimate  is  $345.  Towns  are  responsible  for 
upkeep  and  repair  of  cemeteries  under  RSA  289-6,  and  for  private 
cemeteries  that  have  perpetual  funds  such  as  the  Palmer  and  Hatch 
cemeteries  that  are  situated  within  the  Town  boundaries. 

The  Eaton  cemetery  currently  has  270  known  burials.  Only  8  of  these 
lots  have  perpetual  care  funds  totaling  $1250.  Only  the  interest  from  this 
money  can  be  used  for  maintenance.  Perpetual  funds  now  in  existence 
average  $50  to  $150.  Very  little  interest  is  generated  from  these  small 
amounts  and  certainly  cannot  cover  todays  maintenance  costs.  The 
Snowville  cemetery  has  254  burials  and  only  ten  of  these  have  a  perpetual 
care  fund  totaling  $1450.  Again  only  interest  from  these  funds  can  be  utiliz- 
ed by  the  Trustees. 

Two  years  ago  the  Trustees  increased  the  price  of  lots  from  $50  to 
$300  and  established  a  separate  trust  fund  for  these  monies.  As  this  fund 
grows  interest  will  be  used  to  help  defray  costs  and  lower  tax  money  re- 
quired. Previously  money  from  the  sale  of  lets  went  into  the  Town  General 
Fund. 

Major  wall  restoration  will  be  performed  in  the  Eaton  Cemetery  within 
the  next  few  years  when  Capital  Reserve  Funds  match  costs.  The  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Little  White  Church  have  generously  donated  $550 
towards  this  project  for  which  the  Trustees  give  a  Hearty  Thank  You. 

Earl  Mayhofer  did  a  commendable  maintenance  job  this  summer  in 
our  cemeteries  and  they  have  never  looked  so  good.  Due  to  his  low  bid 
for  the  work  our  maintenance  costs  were  $500  under  last  year.

Barbara  McKenzie  asked  for  a  correction  to  the  printed  warrant  for  the 
annual  school  meeting:  Jonathan  Goodwin's  name  was  incorrectly  printed 
as  school  board  member  instead  of  school  board  member  James  A.  Brooks. 
The  correction  was  made. 

ARTICLE  6.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved  to  authorize  the  Eaton 
School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  in  the  name  of  the  School 
District,  such  gifts,  advances,  grants  in  aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational 
purposes  as  may  be  available  or  forthconung  from  any  source  during  the 
fiscal  year,  in  accord  with  and  upon  such  terms  as  are  found  in  RSA 
198:20-b.  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  7.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $40,000.00,  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School  Buses), 
established  by  the  1985  school  district  meeting,  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  said  school  bus;  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds 
to  withdraw  said  monies  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  School  Treasurer 
on  or  before  June  30,  1991.  Paul  Hennigan  seconded  the  motion.  Barbara 
McKenzie  then  moved  to  correct  the  date  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was 
established  from  1985  to  1975.  Alexander  McKenzie  seconded  this.  The 
amendment  and  article  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  8.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School 
Bus),  established  at  the  1985  school  district  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the 
custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  for  the  Town  of  Eaton.  Barbara 
McKenzie  seconded  the  motion.  Barbara  then  moved  to  correct  the  date 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was  established  from  1985  to  1975.  Alexander 
McKenzie  seconded  this.  The  amendment  was  passed  unanimously.  Fran 
Gospodarek  then  amended  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  $8,000 
for  this  purpose.  Barbara  McKenzie  seconded  the  motion.  Joyce  Blue  ex- 
plained they  needed  $10,000  due  to  the  increase  in  costs  for  buses  and 
the  life  expectancy  of  a  bus  now  being  8  years  instead  of  10  years.  She 
also  clarified  that  the  old  bus  will  be  used  for  a  back-up  in  case  the  new 
bus  breaks  down.  This  second  amendment  was  defeated  14-10.  After  some 
further  discussion  the  original  motion,  as  initially  amended  to  change  the 
date  from  1985  to  1975,  was  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  9.  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $17,000.00  for  excess  special  education  expenses,  as  a  supplemental 
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appropriation  to  the  1989-1990  budget,  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  withdraw  said  $17,000.00  from  the  reserve  fund  for  the 
education  of  the  handicapped,  created  for  that  purpose  at  the  1987  school 
district  meeting,  and  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  School  District  Treasurer 
on  or  before  June  30,  1990.  Alexander  Mckenzie  seconded  the  motion. 
The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  10.  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Reserve  Fund  (Special  Education), 
established  at  the  1987  school  district  meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  for  the  Town  of  Eaton.  Fran  Gospodarek 
seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  11.  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$6,000.00  for  excess  regular  education  tuition  expenses,  as  a  supplemen- 
tal appropriation  to  the  1989-1990  budget.  Paul  Hennigan  seconded  the 
motion.  Joyce  Blue  amended  the  article  to  $11,000.00.  Alexander  McKenzie 
seconded  the  motion.  Joyce  Blue  explained  that  the  increase  is  needed 
for  cost  overruns.  They  recently  learned  of  a  new  Eaton  student  thought 
to  be  a  Conway  student.  The  mistake  was  made  because  the  address 
reflected  a  post  office  box  from  Conway.  Paul  Hennigan  asked  that  the 
School  Board  let  the  voters  know  when  ther  will  be  a  new  policy  so  that 
such  mistakes  won't  happen.  The  amendment  was  approved  unanimous- 
ly. The  amended  article  was  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  12.  Susanne  Russell  moved  that  the  residents  of  the  Eaton 
School  District  find  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  negligent  in  the 
funding  of  Public  Education,  creating  an  undue  burden  on  the  local  pro- 
perty taxpayers,  and  encourage  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Legislature 
to  begin  in  earnest  a  study  of  methods  for  substantially  increasing  state 
aid  to  education.  Barbara  McKenzie  seconded.  The  School  Board  agreed 
to  send  the  results  to  the  Governor  and  all  appropriate  state  personnel. 
The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  13.  Joyce  Blue  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $363,348  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District.  James  Brooks  seconded  the  motion.  The  change 
from  the  printed  total  on  page  84  reflected  an  error  in  the  number  of  Eaton 
students.  (This  raised  the  cost  of  regular  education  to  $297,002.)  The  mo- 
tion carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  14.  James  Coogan  moved  that  the  Eaton  School  Board 
keep  in  contact  with  Tamworth,  Freedom,  and  Madison  School  Boards 
concerning  the  spht  from  the  SAU  #9  and  report  back  to  the  Eaton 
residents.  Barbara  McKenzie  seconded  the  motion.  Jo  Ann  Kelly  said  that 
the  Eaton  School  Board  did  support  the  split  but  did  not  feel  it  was  in 
our  best  interests  to  join  that  split.  The  motion  carried  yes  23,  no  1. 

Paul  Hennigan  thanked  the  Eaton  School  Board  for  all  their  work  and 
then  motioned  that  the  meeting  adjourn.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
5:10  PM.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

by  Dr.  William  A.  Jutras 

1990 

This  year's  theme  is  "Quality  Education  through  a  United  Effort." 
In  the  communities  of  School  Administrative  Unite  #9,  there  is  a  historical 
record  which  documents  support  for  education,  even  in  times  when  it 
has  been  difficult  to  pay  taxes.  The  most  recent  evidence  is  the  passage 
of  six  construction  bond  issues  within  a  two-year  period  for  the  construc- 
tion, improvement,  and  expansion  of  eight  physical  facilities  in  which 
high  quality  of  education  is  provided. 

Now,  in  this  most  difficult  economic  period,  our  mettle  is  being  put 
to  the  test.  Do  we  continue  to  aim  high  and  maintain  the  standards  we 
set  for  ourselves,  or  do  we  acquiesce  to  the  pressure  being  generated  and 
fall  back  to  a  point  from  which  recovery  is  impossible?  1  say  aim  high, 
defend  and  demonstrate  appreciation  for  our  excellent  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators, and  support  staff  who  are  committed  to  quality  education, 
and  rise  to  a  level  of  international  awareness.  World  peace  and  competi- 
tion in  a  global  marketplace  are  at  stake.  At  this  time,  our  students  are 
high  achievers  in  Mathematics  and  Science,  two  areas  which  are  among 
the  nation's  goals  for  the  Year  2000.  They  are  doing  well  in  other  critical 
academic  areas,  but  even  more  must  be  expected. 

Our  school  organization  will  be  different  next  year.  The  districts  of 
Madison,  Freedom,  and  Tamworth  will  comprise  School  Administrative 
Unit  #13.  We  wish  them  well  and  sincerely  hope  that  in  their  infancy, 
the  respective  communities  will  witness  a  renewed  vigor  and  sense  of 
purpose  to  prepare  youth  for  a  challenging  new  world  and  century. 
Likewise,  the  seven  districts  in  SAU  #9  wUl  reorganize  to  address  even 
more  challenges  and  opportunities. 

One  such  opportunity  lies  in  a  grant  submitted  by  the  Conway  School 
District  to  the  United  State  Department  of  Education.  If  favorably  receiv- 
ed, $2.5  million  could  be  made  available  to  all  communities  in  the  north 
country.  Conway  citizens,  social  agencies,  and  educators  would  coor- 
dinate human  services  in  the  first  stage  of  the  five-year  project.  This  com- 
munity would  then  serve  as  a  model  for  others  to  emulate.  Such  an  ef- 
fort is  a  prime  example  of  how  people  have  exercised  leadership,  and 
have  joined  together  in  a  common  cause  to  meet  social  and  educational 
concerns  head-on. 

Let  us  all  follow  this  example,  feel  and  act  in  a  positive  manner  about 
the  future,  and  support  "Quality  Education  through  a  United  Effort." 
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With  the  opening  of  our  new  facility,  we  have  new  programs  that 
enrich  and  enhance  our  regular  programming.  Volunteers  have  worked 
with  students  through  Odyssey  of  the  Mind,  providing  enrichment  for 
students  with  creative  talents.  The  Pine  Tree  Players  will  present  a  play 
this  year  in  our  own  building!  Our  new  student  council  has  been  very 
active.  Peer  leadership  groups  have  been  working  on  action  plans. 

The  PTA  has  monthly  programs  for  parents.  Continued  fundraising 
has  helped  the  school  in  many  ways,  including  donations  to  Mountain 
Week,  books  for  the  library,  and  assistance  with  field  trips.  We  are  very 
pleased  with  the  high  level  of  parental  support  that  has  developed  so 
quickly  in  our  new  school. 

The  opening  of  doors  of  the  new  Pine  Tree  School  in  September  mark- 
ed the  fiilfillment  of  an  accomplishment  for  which  many  had  labored  long 
and  hard.  We  at  Pine  Tree  extend  an  open  invitation  to  all  members  of 
the  community  to  visit  our  school.  By  working  together  we  can  ensure 
the  continued  growth  and  success  of  our  students. 
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PINE  TREE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  these  stressful  times,  it  is  especially  gratifying  to  report  on  the  suc- 
cessful resolution  of  a  situation  we  have  all  long  desired  -  the  completion 
and  opening  of  our  fine  new  school.  We  are  very  proud  of  this  signifi- 
cant addition  to  our  community. 

The  new  school  is  truly  a  great  place  for  learning.  Many  community 
members  toured  the  building  during  our  dedication  and  open  house  in 
the  fall.  The  new  school  is  fully  utilized  by  the  town,  providing  space 
for  many  events  and  activities  that  were  not  possible  before. 

Stability  is  most  important  in  our  educational  programming.  Despite 
the  difficulties  and  confusion  of  merging  three  student  bodies  and  three 
teaching  staffs  into  a  single  new  school  environment,  we  have  had  an 
extremely  smooth  transition.  None  of  this  would  have  been  accomplish- 
ed without  the  cooperation  of  parents,  students,  staff  and  the  community. 

Cooperation  and  support  have  paved  the  way  for  the  continued  suc- 
cess and  growth  of  our  students.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  been  awarded 
grants  with  outside  funds  that  enable  us  to  provide  excellent 
programming. 

As  adults,  we  are  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  challenges  of  these 
times.  Children  especially,  feel  the  stress  of  the  outside  world.  We  are 
most  fortunate  to  have  our  D.A.R.E.  Program  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance 
Education)  return  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Conway  Police  Depart- 
ment. The  curriculum  focuses  on  self-concept  improvement,  decision 
making  techniques,  and  improving  positive  identification  with  police  of- 
ficers. Our  school  guidance  counselor  works  with  our  DARE  Officer  to 
provide  on-going  support  for  students  in  crisis.  We  are  providing  a  full- 
time  counseling  program  this  year  through  the  support  of  a  grant. 

Our  professional  staff  members  have  continued  their  work  with  Dr. 
Donald  Graves  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  bringing  the 
writing  process  into  the  classroom  to  the  benefit  of  all  of  our  students. 
Teachers  are  developing  a  new  Math  curriculum  to  be  piloted  next  year. 

Through  an  enrichment  grant  we  were  able  to  develop  an  Ocean  Week 
Curriculum  which  provided  our  students  with  an  awareness  and 
understanding  of  the  ocean.  This  year  we  have  been  awarded  a  grant 
through  the  Pequawket  Foundation  to  work  with  Tin  Mountain  to  develop 
a  mountain  curriculum  which  wUl  alternate  with  Pine  Tree's  successful 
Ocean  Week  program.  The  goal  of  Mountain  Week  is  to  help  children 
and  teachers  develop  an  understanding,  appreciation,  and  respect  for  our 
mountains  and  some  of  the  environmental  issues  facing  this  area. 

Many  of  our  programs  are  dependent  upon  our  wonderful  volunteers. 
Our  Literacy  Partnership  Grant  for  parents,  children  and  teachers  in  the 
primary  grades  has  expanded  to  include  math.  Each  week  volunteers 
assist  students  in  choosing  books  to  bring  home  to  be  shared  with  parents. 
Volunteers  are  essential  in  both  our  library  and  classrooms.

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EATON  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT  1990 

The  past  year  has  seen  dramatic  changes  in  SAU  9.  The  role  remains 
the  same,  that  of  quality  education  but  is  being  pressured  by  the  economic 
downturn  and  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  present  SAU. 

The  present  economic  downturn  has  resulted  in  a  budget  that  is  barely 
adequate  to  maintain  services  at  their  present  level.  There  will  be  less 
foundation  aid  to  the  school  districts  that  make  up  SAU  9.  There  is  no 
aid  to  education  from  the  State  in  the  general  fund. 

Madison,  Tamworth  and  Freedom  will  form  their  own  SAU  July  1, 
1991  and  will  be  SAU  13.  It  is  important  to  note  that  no  student  changes 
have  occured.  The  students  still  go  to  the  same  schools  under  the  area 
agreement.  We  feel  the  Conway  School  Board  is  in  violation  of  this  agree- 
ment by  not  providing  Department  heads  at  Kennett  High  School.  This 
will  be  a  hot  topic  in  the  coming  year. 

The  SAU  9  staff  has  been  reduced  but  concerned  board  members  have 
opposed  the  deep  cuts  that  could  result  in  bringing  the  SAU  to  a  stand 
still.  This  is  seen  by  many  as  a  transition  year  with  the  forming  of  SAU 
13  and  down  sizing  of  the  staff.  This  year  Harts'  Location  has  joined  SAU 
9  and  there  are  seven  districts  forming  the  SAU. 

The  Eaton  School  Board  has  been  active  in  committees  and  attends 
Conway  School  Board  meetings  to  keep  informed  of  developments  in  the 
district  which  directly  affects  Eaton  students.  The  next  year  will  be  one 
of  challenges  and  changes.  We  look  forward  to  serving  you  and  welcome 
feedback  from  the  community.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9  and  the  individual 
fund  financial  statements  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  June  30, 1990,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  finan- 
cial statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  finan- 
cial statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform 
the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examin- 
ing, on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures 
in  the  financial  statements.

School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9  at  June  30,  1990,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  individual  fund  finan- 
cial statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  individual  funds  of  the  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  at  June  30,  1990,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such 
funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles.

Zoning  Ordinances.  Subdivision  Regulations,  and  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations  are  free  to  taxpayers  of  Eaton.  There  is  a  $10.00  fee  for  all 
others.  Set  of  tax  maps  (reduced  size)  -  $5.00  for  residents  and  $10.00 
for  all  others. 

IF  YOU  HAVE  A  FIRE  ...  The  Town  of  Eaton  pays  for  all  fire  and  rescue 
calls  made  by  the  Conway  Fire  Department  out  of  tax  monies;  individuals 
pay  nothing.  You  can  save  the  Town  a  considerable  amount  of  tax  money 
by  requesting  your  agent  to  include  in  your  insurance  policy  —  at  nominal 
cost  —  a  "Recovery  Clause"  which  will  pass  on  to  the  insurance  com- 
pany at  least  some  of  the  cost  of  response  by  the  Conway  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Contact  the  Selectmen  or  your  agent  for  details.
